shortly after 2 o'clock, that Santiago, the city that 
has been "the bone of contention in the Cuban 
campaign, had acceeded to our demands and 
capitulated. 


The report was given out and the demonstra- 


tion throughout this city was something won- 


derful. 


The bells rang out, the whistles blew, flags 


fluttered, and the enthusiasm was almost mad- 
ness. The joy was universal and there was 
throbs of pleasure in every true American heart. 


The Surrender of Santiago protends much for 


our army, and perhaps is the beginning of the end. 


The reports received here are very meager, but 


it is supposed that the terms of surrender are those 


offered the Spaniards some days ago. 


That is that the Spanish soldiers be allowed to 


evacuate the city and return to Spain and that none 
of them become prisoners of ,war.

As they re- 
quire only a very small quantity once 
a day, their board is not expensive. 
They will live on vermicelli, but this 
clouds the water, and consequently in- 
jures the appearance of the globe 


It is said that goldfish should never 


be handled. This is co dcrabt true, if 
they are kept for breeding purposes. 
Otherwise, it does them no harm—if 
due care is exercised—and you may 
pick them up one by one in your hand 
and pop them into their globe of fresh 
water. 


Never buy a fish unless> the fill* are

grant Cuba ail the reform she coveted 
and that has lately been offered. He 
would undoubtedly have put a term to 
the revolution, averting a1! the rum 
and devastation which followed. But 
such an easy and magnanimous course 
did not suit that class which faced in- 
evitable financial ruin as a conse- 
quence of such a policy.
